LAKESIDE’S GOOD START. 



Lakeside opened its gates yesterday, so in- 
augurating ttie racing season of Chicago and 
vicinity . Chicago following the lead of New 
York in the matter of a desire to show general 
prosperity yesterday turned out a much larger 
crowd to see the races than had been expected, 
and everything at Lakeside was in a congested 
condition. There were twelve bookmakers. 
Syndicate odds prevailed. The betting was 
lively, Hermoso in the first race being backed 
down a point by Senator O’Brien and his fol- 
lowers. The horse showed himself by many 
pounds the superior of his party and won de- 
spite the carrying of the ominous No. 13. 

In the book stands and about the track were 
noticed the familiar faces of the old guard of 
sports and turfmen, and the day being fine, 
everyboily seemed chipper and ready to start 
glibly on the work of the year, which, bar acci- 
dent, will be wound up only by the snow. 

The colored contingent was responsible for 
the plunge on the “good thing” of the day. The 
Cuban Girl, jumped on at the opening at 6 
to 1 and backed down to 21 to 1. She gave her 
backers no uneasiness and showed the way the 
greater part of the journey. 

Col. A. W. Hamilton acted as presiding judge, 
M. Nathansnn and T. Chivington as assistant 
judges. The starting of R. Dwyer was excellent 
and refreshing to one who in the east has noted 
the number of horses left at the post and the 
frequency of straggling starts. 

The railroad facilities about Chicago for race 
goers are better than those about New York 
city, but the system of selling all admission 
tickets at the gate at Lakeside is a bad one, sub- 
jecting patrons of the track to much personal 
discomfort. The track was in fair shape and 
perfectly safe.

Ethelbert’s Metropolitan is thought to make 
him a cinch at the weights as against Imp for 
the big handicaps. 

The general impression east is that Mr. W. C. 
Whitney paid too much for the colt Kilmarnock. 

Riley Grannan made book a few days at Aque- 
duct after which he again took to the outside. 
It is not thought that again he will become the 
great plunger of former days and people say 
that much of his turf success was due to the 
friendship of the late Byron McClelland. 

F. T. W’alton, the first of the Americans to be 
called a “plunger,” is now landlord of the Hotel 
Victoria, New York City, he having been staked 
by Charles Reed, a millionaire of Erie, Pa.

“Pittsburg Phil,” while he did not win the 
large amount credited to him on the opening 
day at Morris Park, still told a friend that he 
cleared .$.50,000 on the first four races. Starting 
to place .$15,000 on Ethelbert, such was the crush 
that he stopped at $5,900, and this amount won 
about $20,#00. The next day he beat Magnifi- 
cent and Approval and won .$30,000. The third 
day his own horse, Lothario, won at 6 to 1 and 
probably Smith won largely us it was quietly 
known that this erratic horse was far better 
tempered than last year, when in the spring he 
worked faster than Filigrane’s trial for the 
Metropolitan. Lothario is well in the Subur- 
ban Handicap at 107 pounds. 

H. Eugese Leigh, who, starting early, raced 
-several horses daily at .Aqueduct without suc- 
ce.ss, js distressed over the defeat of Ildrim for 
the Larchmont, a maiden stake. He was offered 
$15,000 for this colt in the fall of 1900. Vulcain, 
however, has disproved the rumor of a break- 
down.; 

As soon as the eastern horsemen make up 
their minds that the Chicago racing schedule 
will be carried out, there will be a large influx 
here of serviceable animals. 

Not a single winning bookmaker could be 
found at the close 'of the first day’s racing at 
Morris Park, following the lead of “Pittsburg 
Phil.” 

Mr. Lewisohn, eon of Gotham’s richest 
Hebrew, won thousands, and Mr. Featherstone 
won largely on his pair of winners, Hel’obas 
and Black Fox, backing the latter from 4 to 1 
down to 8 to 5.
